Postmistress at Elizabethtown.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Franklin W. 
Joplin was appointed postmaster today at 
Elizabethtown, Ky., vice Mrs. Benjamin 
Helm. 

The circumstances surrounding the case 
make it one of unusual interest. Gen. 
Ben Hardin Helm, the husband of Mrs. 
Helm, was one of the most gallant sol- 
diers in the Confederate army. He was 
the commander of the famous Orphans’ 
Brigade, and was killed at the battle of 
Chickamauga.: Mrs. Helm, the postmis- 
tress, who was removed today, was a 
younger sister of Mrs. Abraham. Lincoln, 
who was a Todd. Col. Robert Lincoln 
was her nephew, and when he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of War by President 
Garfield he secured his aunt's appoint- 
ment as postmistress of Eliazbethtown. 
That position she has held through three 
adsministrations—Arthur’s, Cleveland's and 
Harrison’s.

_ of good repute, without respect to their 
politics who, together with the Chief of 
Police, should constitute the Board of 
Police Commissioners of said city and 
county. All vacancies shall be filled by 
the aforesaid judges making the appoint- 
ments.“ There is no term of office pre- 
scribed for these officers by this act nor 
by any other-law of this State. The ap- 
pointing power provided for by this act 
was abolished by the Constitution and no 
express provision having been made either 
ty. the Constitution or by statute pro- 
viding for the exercise of such power by 
any other officer, the question then to be 
determined, is: Where does this power 
vest? 


Sec. 16 of art. 20 of the Constitution 
provides that.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 15.—Henry E.

WAIFS OF THE AIR. 


Minute Mineral and Animal Deposits 
Found in Snow. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
H. L. Bruner. of Butler University has 
completed an analysis of the deposits in 
the snow on Saturday morning, the sam- 
ples examined being taken from a number 
of places. He says that the particles de- 
posited vary in size from the smallest 
speck to 33-1000 of an inch, and some par- 
ticles are of even greater size. The 
largest are of vegetable origin and com- 
pose about one-third of the samples ex- 
amined. The small ones are irregular 
mineral fragments, to a great extent 
silaceous. There are also numerous one- 
celled animals. 
The animals and plants show that the 
material is simply dirt picked up by the 
wind from the surface of the earth. It is 
impossible to tell how long the dust has 
been in the air. Such dust floats a long 
time before it falls, and, in ithe case of 
volcano dust, a part of the finer material 
may float for two or three years in the 
atmosphere.

‘Miners Drowned 3 at Big Lake Col- 
liery, North Staffordshire.

LONDON, Jan. 15. - “Atlantic Cable.) 
Throughout ~ the ‘night relays of men 
worked desperately at Big Lake Colliery, 
Audley, North Staffordshire, where a large 
number of miners were entombed at noon 
yesterday by a sudden rush of water from 
the old workings. By 5 o’clock yesterday 
150 men and boys had been rescued. It is 
thought that twenty men in the lower 
workings were drowned. There are still 
between ninety on 120 men and boys in 
the mine.

miners have been gathered around the 
pit hea@, facing the bitterly cold wind 
since shortly after noon yesterday, and 
many e been without food. The water 
80 n fluctuates that the watchers 
are well-nigh discouraged. They found 
the bottom of the shaft choked with piles 


water which poured into the mine. Ali 
this timber must be removed before the 
entombed men can be reached, but the 
ceaseless pumping does ‘not Beem to ma- 
terially affect the level. 

The greatest fear is expressed that the 
water will undermine the galleries and 
that theré will be a cave-in: The res- 
cuers wo with difficulty,. standing in 
four feet of water, and only fifteen yards 
of progress was made during the night.

LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Pall Mall da- 
zette says that grave fears regarding the 
Nansen Arctic expedition are general 
among the Arctic voyagers of Great Brit- 
ain and Scandinavia. Lieut. Hovgaard of 
the expedition wrecked in Kara Sea has 
expressed the opinion to the Danish Geo- 
graphical Society that there is no question 
but t the vessel has been crushed in 
the ice Phy that Dr. Nansen and his 
party are retreating. 

The opinion is held by other’ travelers, 
the Pall Mall Gazette * says, that Dr.

On the third day of 
thé massacre the Japanese officers recog- 
nized that they had made a mistake and 
attempted to conceal the butchery by 
throwing clothes of Chinese soldiers over 
the bodies. One officer pointed out a body 
to Villiers, stating that it was a Chinese 
solder, but on examination it was found 
to de a little boy with a pair of soldier's 
pants. thrown over him. Villicrs, Creelman 
and Cowan witnessed the killing of many 
and .Villiers has taken scveral enap-shots 
which bear undeniable evidence of the 
truth of the butchery. When shown state- 
ments sent out by the Japanese Legation 


at Washington justifying the massacre, VII- 


liers said it wus impossible to justify it as 
no resistance was offered. The first day 
Sht have been excusable,as the soldiers 
ost ali. control of themselves on seeing the 
mutilated bodies, but, after they bad time 
to reflect, there was no excuse.

_TAPPED WIRES. 


HOW ASSOCIATED PRESS NEWS 
WAS STOLEN. 


Operations of One William 8. Brewer, 
an -ex-Employee—Clever Detec- 
tive Work of the Chicago 
Headquarters. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Sie. 

. CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—In its expose of the 
ee and crimes of small press associ- 
ations to get the news of the Associated 
Press before its publication, the Evening 
Post says: 

“It is now some eight months since a 
prominent railroad man called at the Chi- } 
dago office of the Associated Press and 
stated that he had received a request for 
a pass from one W. S. Brewer, who signed 
himself as ‘general manager of the Pan- 
American Association.“ The 
said he had never heard of Brewer, and 
wanted some information about him. The 
letter sheet on which the request was 
written has this caption: 

**Pan-American News Association, in- 
corporated 1890. General office, No. 162 
Washington street, Chicago; Eastern office, 
No. 31 Park Row, New York. William 8. 
Brewer, president and general manager.’ 

“The Associated Press people had heard 
of Brewer. They had known for some 
time that their news was being stolen 
from the leased wires. This visit of the 
railroad official revived the suspicions pre- 
viously entertained against Brewer, and 
an investigation of his methods of obtain- 
ing news was commenced. Clews were ob- 
tained and followed, and, after much hard 
work, a gang of news thieves was uncov- 
ered, the most skillful in the country, 
they being assisted by a notorious wire- 
tapper, the cleverest man in his line, per- 
haps, in the world. By tapping the wires 
of the Associated Press Brewer got his 
news cheap, and therefore could afford to 
furnish it ‘at low rates.’ 

„How Brewer got hold of the news was 
a puzzle till it was learned that he had 

some dealings with this wire-tapper, 
who was known to maintain a regular 
system of wires to be used for stealing in- 
formation from the telegraph companies. 
His wires were strung over housetops, 
through conduits, down waterspouts, in- 
side plumbing, and in every way in 
which he could facilitate his villainous 
schemes. Both Brewer and he are ex-tel- 

ph operators, and nothing in teleg- 
raphy is unknown to them. : 

Luther Laflin Mills was intrusted with 
the management of the case. A detective 
agency was employed and some of its t 
men were set to work. Meanwhile the 
Associated Press did a little detective work 
on its own account. Just to vary things, 
dispatches concerning events that existed 
only in the minds of the Associated Press 
were sent out and promptly appeared in 
the Pan-American papers. From the files 
of the Chicago Times, Tribune and Inter- 
Ocean in 1872 were taken out and sent un- 
important cable items, whieh were printed 
as ‘neys’ by the Brewer papers. There 
was no longer any doubt as to how Brewer 
got his news. 

“A detective made the acquaintance of 
an employee in Brewer's office and, under 
the guise of a Southern fruit land agent, 
rented a deskroom in the office at No. 162 
Washington street. It took a long time 
for this man, even with this advantage, 
to learn the inside of the business. 

„The Pan-American,’ which has since 
been changed to the Union Associated 
Press’ and the Eastern Associated Press“ 
successively, had its office in three rooms, 
Nos. 32, 33 and 34. Two of these rooms had 
windows opening out into the Herald 
building. Rooms Nos. 32 and 33 were used 
as the business office. Room 34 was kept 
always locked. It was in this room the 
secret work was done. Here were the 


* 


tached to the instruments were fine copper 
wires,.which at different places had been 
connected with the Associated Press wires. 
Apparently there was no connection be- 
tween room 34 and the other rooms, ex- 


the partition, but which seemed to be con- 


netted with a teJegraph call box on the 
wall. In reality this was one of the tapped 
wires. 


“In room 33 there stood against the door 
between that and room 34a desk or table. 
To all appearances it was a common desk 
and was used by the office boy. But it had 
other uses. Through the back of one of 
thie drawers in this desk was a large hole 
which, when the drawer was closed, came 
directly opposite a similar hole cut in. the 
door which was concealed by the desk. 
Through these holes the operator in the 
back room would place the stolen messiges 
in the drawers and, at the proper time, 
they would be removed by the trusted em- 
ployee of the concern and handed to the 
editor in the outer room to be sent out. 
To further deceive the regular operators 
and any person that might be in the other 
room these stolen messages were written 
on regular telegraph blanks which Brewer 
or his assistants had in some way obtained. 
On the wall of the building, No. 162 Wash- 
ington street, next to the Herald, is a 
telegraph cable, one end of which is con- 
nected with the wires running into the 
Herald office. Inside Brewer's office near 
the right hand window in room 22 was 
what seemed to be a piece of the wall 
moulding which had been broken off or 
left incomplete. In reality this was a tin 
tube painted to resemble the mouldings 
and intended to serve as a conduit for 
wires which should be attached to the Her- 
ald's cable. 

“Gradually but surely the detective 
worked up the case. The operator ad- 
mitted that he knew he was working a 
tapped wire. Various employees in Brew- 
er's office confessed that the news was 
being stolen.. When the evidence was all 
in hand, it was decided to make Brewer 
himself expose his surreptitious methods..

“Brewer, the head of the association, is 
a telegrapher, and was an employee of the 
Associated Press many years ago, but was 
discharged for irregularities.

He in- 
duced a wealthy New York man, Alonzo 
Rothschild, to invest money to become 
president of his ‘Union Associated Press.’
